As- 
sured of the success of the district 
meetings, the men of the fifth ward 
are planning a monster mass meet- 
ing to be held at the Auditorium 
within the next two weeks at which 
leaders from every ward in the city 
will be present to add impetus to 
the movement. 

Handbills Cover City. 

On Saturday afternoon the com- 
mittee in charge of the meeting for 
Friday night, literally covered At- 
lanta with handbills calling atten- 
tion to the first meeting on Fri- 
day night. Following are the state- 
ments made to the public in the 
invitation sent broadcast: 


“Atlanta facea a crisig. Our public school 
aystem is demoralized. ny of our school 
bulldings are a disgrace. ‘The teachers are 
underpaid. Our children come home asking 
if the schools are to be closed. We are told 
that they must under the present system. 
We are told that our swimming pools must 
be closed. Our streets are in awful shape, 
Every department is crippled. Something 
must be done. 

‘While others are talking, the first and 
fifth wards will act. 

“We know that the people want a change 
in the system of government. Big interests 
are eontent with the present system, but 
the people are tired of it. They want a 
change which will give us better schools, 
better paid teachers, well paved streets, 
clean back yarde. 

‘A representative government will stop 
leaks and losses and give Atlanta an

FIXED FOR GERMANY. 

Paris, May 3.—The_ territorial 
status of Germany as_ definitely 
settled by the council of three yes- 
terday, says Marcel Hutin, in The 
Echo de Paris, will, in the view of 
the council, protect the general se-— 
curity of Europe. The chapter in 
which these decisions are incor- 
porated, he adds, puts an effectual 
veto on the “Drang Nach Osten” 
movement, which the Germans de- 
sire to pursue, prevents an alliance 
with the Russian Bolsheviki and 
forbids the incorporation in Ger- 
many of German Austria. 

As regards “German Austria, M. 
Hutin says that its peace delegates 
will. certainly be called to Paris 
and Austria will be made ea neutral 
republic under the Aegis of the 
league of nations with the prohibi- 
fion that she shall not ally or in- 
corporate herself with Germany. 

. The council of three, M. Hutin de- 
clares, also adopted a chapter in the 
peace treaty defining the status of 
Alsace and Lorraine, which are giv- 
en absolutely to France. 

The outline of the new frontiers 
of Germany was presented to the 
council fn a report by the special 
commission composed of Captain 
Andre Tardieu, representing

The destroyer mother ship Prai- 
rie is anchored tonight in Trepas- 
sey harbor between the mine layer 
Aroostook and the tanker’ Hisko. 
The small flotilla, assembled before 
this quaint Newfoundland fishing 
village for the start of the Ameri- 
can navy’s trans-Atlantic flight, is 
regarded with sedate iuterest by 
the natives as “the biggest fleet of 
warships ever assembled in Tre- 
passey harbor.”

Barricading Germans.

Strict control will be 
established at all the exits to pre- 
vent the Germans from going out of 
bounds without authority.

Horrible Conditions. 


Concentration at these two Places 


and many others without food or 
clothing and after a winter of exile 
in the Caucasus and beyond has 
produced a condition. of horror un- 
paralleled among the atrocities of 
the great war. On the streets of 
Alexandropol on the day of my ar- 
rival 192 corpses were picked up, 
This is far below the average per 
day. One-seventh of the refugees 
are dying each month. At Ejch- 
miadzin I looked for a time at a 
refugee burial. Seven bodies were 
thrown indiscriminately into a 
square pit as carrion and covered 
with the earth without any sug- 
gestion of care or pity. As I look- 
ed at the workmen I jsaw a hand 
protruding from the loose earth. It 
was a woman’s_hand and seemed 
to be stretched out in mute appeal. 
To me this hand reaching upward 
from the’ horrible pit symbolized 
starving Armenia. The workmen 
told me that the seven in this pit

Autopsy Is Planned. 

No verdict was reached by the 
coroner’s jury at the inquest over 
the bodies at Poole’s chapel early 
Saturday afternoon, pending an 
autopsy on the body of the soldier 
by military officials of Fort Mc- 
Pherson.

Do you recall the chill that crept down your 
back when you read General Haig’s state- 
ment that his troops were “fighting with 
their backs against the wall?” 


You were afraid that America could not get 
into the fight in time, and vou doubted 
whether she could be equipped.

There were millions of pounds of explo- 
sives, shells in unlimited) numbers, gas 
masks fy the millions, and an infinite va- 
riety of equipment in process of manufac- 
ture at eleven o'clock on Monday morning, 
November 11. 


And was all this equipment wasted? 


No, it helped to win the war as certainly as 
the supplies which were used. Our enemy 
was thoroughly informed of our huge 
preparations. » He knew of the ships that 
were to be launched, of the guns that were 
being cast, of the planes being built.to blind 
him, of the gas being generated to smother 
him; and with a knowledge of- what was 
coming, he capitulated. 


“The equipment that was never used, equally with 

the equipment that was used, won the war. That 
which was employed was known to be only a 
sample of what was to follow.’’ 


The War Department estimates that, ey 
the war continued six months longer 
would have cost the lives of at least one 
hundred thousand more men, three hun- 
dred thousand more wounded and at least 
fifteen billions of dollars of additional ex- 
penditure.

And so, after a long, long 
absence in distant France, they 
came home again. Home to 
their own, their native land, 
where loving hearts await them, 
one and all. That’s the great 
big fact in connection with the 
return of the officers and men 
of the 151st machine gun bat- 
talion, of the 42d division, called 
the “Rainbow division.” It’s 
their home-coming that out- 
weighed all else as I looked 
across the misty Hudson river 
and saw the great, gray bulk of 
the United States battleship 
Minnesota moving slowly up the 
river, breasting the swift tide 
and trying to make a most dif- 
ficult landing at the army plers 
in Hoboken. 

The last snow of winter was 
falling and the towering, gray- 
blue masses of the Wall street 
skyscrapers formed the back- 
ground of this picture: power in 
the world of finance, from which 
came the “sinews of war” that 
made the vast stores of men, 
munitions, ships and aeroplanes 
and all the complicated ma- 
chinery of modern war possible 
-——Wall street paid up handsome- 
ly and, as the nation’s money- 
mart, functioned to move swift- 
ly the mobilizing of the national 
credit; power in the shape of 
that vast, turreted, craned and 
masted bulk of the fighting ship, 
for it was their power on the 
seas that strangled the German 
octopus which vainly sought ‘to 
draw all down into the dark 
depths where sleep the uncount- 
ed dead whom German savagery 
sent to their grave in the deep, 
green, cold waters of the oceans: 
power in the shape of those rows 
and rows of khaki-clad men at 
the rails, who cheered and wav- 
ed their hands at us, power in 
the fair forms of those devoted 
Red Cross women on the dock 
who waved their flags, that of 
the nation and their own, of pure 


white bearing that greatest of 
all human emblems, the Red 
Cross of Mercy and Kindness, 
alike to friend and foe when in 


need and sorely hurt

So they came into the dock. 
The band on the pier-head play- 
ed glad welcoming airs and we 
were all very happy, especially 
the handful of Georgians who 
were there to see them land. 
We were not many, as dear old 
Georgia is far away, but we 
tried to represent you\all in that 
happy hour. Aloft at the mast- 
head flew the only army flag 
that has ever been hoisted 
aboardship;: a great white ban- 
ner, bearing the insignia of the 
Rainbow division across it and 
above that colored = arc the 
words “167 Ala.’ and below the 
arc, “151 M. G. Bn.” This flag 
was made during the voyage, 
by the captain’s order and hoist- 
ed as a tribute to his guests of 
these two, now famous, com- 
mands. The “Fighting Alabama” 
and the “Fiery Georgians,f peo- 
ple call them. Lines wer 
ashore and the great ship Rafel 
moored. The soldiers 
and yelled and we ans 
them most heartily; and 1 
good to hear the loved accents 
of our southland on that chilly 
day so far from home. I went 
aboard at once and passed 
through the lines of our men, 
whom I last saw when they were 
making ready to go over to 
“fight in France” on a septem- 
ber day in 1917 out at Camp 
Mills, near New York city. They 
were then a sturdy looking band 
of men, but today they appeared 
of larger, brawnier mold and 
more sedate in appearance. The 
boyish smiles of ’17 have given 
place to a more man-grown look 
of stout determination, My 
sculptor friend, who saw them 


then and today, says “These are 
now the taces of mature men; 
men who have seen and done 
much; men who now return to 
mold the future of their coun- 
try.” 

Into the wardroom I went, 
past throngs of hurrying offi- 
and sailors, busy with all

the complicated details of a 
landing of troops. I pause now 
to pay tribute to the officers 
and men stationed at these piers, 
for theirs has been a very great 
work and ably carried out, this 


making what I feel is the “waist 
of the hour-glass” of our nations 
fate in this great war. In the 
room was  Lieutenant-Colonel 
Cooper Winn, the commander of 
the brave 151ist battalion. He 
looked bronzed and healthy and 
smiled that winsome smile of 
his as he asked after the home 
folks in Georgia. His military 
record has been a fine one and 
his promotion from major to 
lieutenant colonel was won by 
hard fighting in the bloody 
fields of France. This promo- 
tion is not alone a tribute to his 
individual merit but also to that 
of all his good fighting men, by 
whom he is regarded not only 
as a leader, but as a friend and 
companion in arms. This seems 
to be the spirit in which this 
war has been waged. While 
discipline is rigid and severe, 
yet that pure spirit of comrade- 
ship shows very clearly.

company of Georgians who be- 
gan to form when General 
Oglethorpe led his men to at- 
tack the Spanish at St. Augus- 
tine: that. long, long roll of 
heroes who died at Kettle Creek, 
on the blazing ramparts at the 
siege of Savannah, or fell in 
lonely fights in our moss-drap- 
ed swamps where patriot and 
tory wrestled for the mastery or 
wasted away in foul prison- 
ships because they would not 
vield to tyranny; that good, 
little list who gave their lives 
at New Orleans in 1812 and last, 
that uncounted host who stood 
forth in the morning of their 
manhood, some mere boys, or 
faltered forward in their 
whitening age, venerable pa- 
triarchs, through ‘those _ four 
fearful years of the Confeder- 
ate struggle when Georgia bore 
the brunt in fields without num- 
ber together with those Geor- 
gians who fought the first bat- 
tle of the new world freedom in 
1898. The names of those who 
eame not home again Wwe now 
enshrine in hystory’s temple 
and hear them a loving mém- 
ory as they pass on to take 
their places with that heroic 
host who have gone before to 
testify that Georgians are men 
and can and will fight. 

The marching ashore began; 
lines of men descended the 
rangplanks and lined up for 
their first roll-call on Ameri- 
ean soil. How the cheery re- 
sponses came ws the officers 
ealled and recalled their name. 
First Lieutenant Wm. Ga Cann, 
of Savannah and Second Tiéieu- 
tenant Jerry Lowe, of Jones 
county, were among the group 
that told us of their marching 
and fighting. They introduced 
ns to Colonel Screws, of Mont- 
romery, who commands the Ala- 
bama men. How the men 
munched the Red Cross sand- 
wiches and grinned as they 
peered out through the big 
doors at the group of Georgians 
outside the gates, who cheered 
and waved and tossed, vainly, 
fresh flowers at the troops mov- 
ing by on their way to 
trains. A worker of the Knights 
of Columbus carried the flowers 
to the men and bore little notes 
and helped ’the waiting throng, 
which the rules prevented com-

May TI tell of a little scene 
that took place up in one of the 
offices on the pier? There were 
waiting there just two loving 
wives of all the thousands that 
wait all over our broad land. 
Just these two women, with 
flushed faces, wait for one to 
come home again, the husband, 
the home-maker and the father 
of the fledglings who went 
away to fight for his home, his 
country and his cause—can man 
do more or women give up 
more?

All 
they could hedr was the blaring 
of the band and faint cheers, 
but how glad they were that 
that serpent of red-tape had 
been, somehow, unwound ofr 
evaded by a clever man and a 
big-hearted officer somewhere 
away off in°a distant city, for 
here they were and the meet- 
ing was to take place and those 
long, long weary hours of wait- 
ing were to be shortened.

OUR GEORGIANS 
STOOD TO GUNS. 


The l5ist went into a defen- 
Sive action on July 4, 1918, in 
the Champagne and there they 
stood under the heaviest shell- 
fire of the entire war, far ex- 
ceeding even that torrent of 
steel hurled on Verdun. The 
downpour of death was great 
even eight miles behind their 
lines which is without parallel 
in the entire war, but our Geor- 
gians stood to their guns and 
crouched and waited, amid all 
that hell of noise ana rain ef 
death, the order to open fire 
and do their bit of fighting. 
They swept forward. swiftly 
planted their little machine guns 
and set up a rattling hail of 
bullets against the rushing tide 
of Germans, They fired and 
fired away, did these soldier 
boys and firmly held their ad- 
vanced positions. ‘The privates 
tell me that as they worked their 
whirring guns their officers 
stood right up and plied the 
gray-green tide of Huns with 
pistol fire and hand grenades, 
utterly careless of exposing 
themselves. They clung to their 
lines and fared as hest they 
could on scanty rations and 
often lacked even water: they 
lost Many men and many were 
wounded, but every man did his 
full duty through {t all. This 
was & severe test indeed. but 
they firmly. met it and filled in 
the gaps cut into the line by the 
fierce shellfire.

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them to take the offensive and 
the battalion yelled with de- 
light. Their officers made every 
preparation in the way of muni- 
tions and food and set the time 
and place. This began on July 
26 at the historic town of Cha- 
teau Thierry. I was once in 
that peaceful, obscure French 
town on the slow-moving River 
Marne. It is now to hold rank 
in history along with Waterloo 
and Gettysburg and is forever 
a shrine for lovers of liberty. 
So our own Georgians fought 
there and were in the opening 
advance that started Fritz on 
the hard road of defeat and 
repentance and reparation that 
an outraged world will demand 
and enforce. This was a fright- 
ful combat, and at close quar- 
ters and bravely our men fought 
until they were relieved on July 
31 and went to the rear to rest. 
Here fell many soldiers; some 
escaped severely wounded and 
maimed, but glad of their part 
in that historic fight. 


THIN LINE 
'HELD FIRM. 


At St. Mihiel they were in ac- 
tion 18 days and found it very 
hot work. The Huns charged 
them again and again, but their 
thin line held firm and beat off 
attack after attack, firing until 
the little barking machine guns 
were red hot. They also fought 
all three phases of the famous 
battles of the Argonne and car- 
ried right into the ‘strongest 
portions of the old German lines, 
Finally they fought at the Meuse 
and routed picked troops of the 
best Prussian type. Here the 
Huns charged up within forty 
feet of their advanced positions, 
but the hail of bullets drove 
them. back and left the ground 
strewn with dead. 

The very crowning achieve- 
ment of this noted command 
was at Sedan, where their pa- 
trols actually entered that vil- 
lage, Sedan, where their patrols 
actually had the honor to fight 
their way into the edge of that 
historic town before the armis- 
tice came. It was at Sedan in 
the Franco-Prussian war. of 
1870 that the French surrendered 
and their emperor was captured 
along with his entire army. Be- 
side them in this advance were 
men from the 167th Alabama 
regiment: so together Georgians 
and Alabamians won everlasting 
glory. How proudly will gen- 
erations hence point to this 
achievement and many will say, 
as we said of the men of ’6l, 
“See that old man; he was in 
Sedan when the great war 
ended.” — 

After that 
through Belgium, 
their deliverers 
of suffering Belgians, and 
on through the tiny Duchy 
of Luxembourg, with its tiny 
little army of 300 men, 
turned out to welcome our boys. 
Then came that clear fall day, 
when their hurrying feet 
brought them to the shores of 
the Rhine. The true “Watch 
on the Rhine” was wound up 
and set at noon mark of liberty 
by our men. They were sta- 
tioned midway between Cologne 
and: Bonn. They: occupied part 
of the estate of the one-time 
German chancellor, Von Beth- 
man-Hollweg, and say that it 
was a very handsome estate. 
They disturbed nothing and re- 
spected, as brave men do, the 
private property rights of all 
their enemies , 

When they went over in 1917, 
their Macon friends gave them 
a handsome United States flag, 
and the members of the Georgia 
society in New York gave them 
a fine silk stand of our state 
colors. The presentation took 
place at Camp Mills, near New 
york. These flags went through 
the entire fighting and are now 
on their way home .for you 
all to see. The time in 1917 
was so short that our state 
eoat-of-arms could not be em- 
broidered on the flag here, so 
they thought they could get it 
done in Paris, but there was not 
time and, finally, this was done 
in the famous old German uni- 
versity town of Bonn. This 
historic flag is the only Geor- 
gia state flagtoflyin France in 
this war, and will be a treas- 
ured trophy in our capitol mu- 
seum.

| TELL ME—” 


The boys tell me that there 
was a great shortage of fats in 
Germany, and no chocolate, and 
little milk; that the people 
were clad in paper clothing, 
that the hospital bandages, 
even, were of paper. Chocolate 
was sold at $14.04 per pound; 
talk about your high cost of 
living! They -report that the 
German civil population was 
pale and listless, and 
glad that the war was over. 
They were uniformly polite and 
careful never to offend, and 
readily obeyed all the orders 
issued by our officers for their 
conduct. Dr. W. L. Wilkinson, 
of Bainbridge, told me _ that 
their physical condition was 
very poor, and the death rate 
was especially high among in- 
fants and children, owing to the 
lack of milk. The people have 
lost weight and are very pale, 
and their condition of personal 
cleanliness low because of ut- 
ter lack of soap. 

A typical example of the 
topics discussed by our boys, as 
they lounged in the warm 
spring-time sunshine at. this 
camp was like this: 

“See Jerry Lowe, over there? 
Well, he’s a second lieutenant 
now: he fought like the very 
devil and won his promotion for 
gallantry in action. He got his 
chance, and-’-was in luck not to 
be killed, at Egmont just be- 
fore Sedan. 

“Sure, we had good men hit 
often: Watson Green and Alvin 
Chiles got hit and were sent 
home:.lucky to get off alive, 
as they just jumped at the 
Huns. 

“Remember that day in. the 
wheat field, when Berner Green, 
of Jones county, led that 
charge? Well, a shell hit right 
on himand killed him, and that 
was at Hill 212, near Sergy 
and Nesle. He went ahead of 
the boys and fought a machine- 
gun nest. Otis Knight, a Macon 
boy; Frank Hunt, who used to 
be a conductor on the Macon 
and Athens branch of the Cen- 
tral railway, and Howard Da- 
vis, of Griffin, got killed be- 
side Berner. He was mighty 
brave, and we missed him s0 
much. We buried them all in 
one grave and marked it the 
best we could. 

“Say, you just ought to have 
heard those Huns screech when 
we got at them with our bark- 
ers (machine guns) at close 
quarters. They went all in a 
heap and pitched and jumped 
and screeched frightfully. When 
we went over them, it was 
kinder soft-like walking. There 
ain’t nothing much to pick up 
in the way of souvenirs, as our 
fire just tore things all to 
pieces,

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“I am giad it’s all over, and 
just can’t wait to get home and 
have a rest and eat some fried 
chicken and sweet potatoes. 
Last summer I would have 
Kiven $20 for one little gourdy 
watermelon.

They have seen the world and 
developed a new set of opinions 
and plans for their Nves’ guid- 
ance, and Georgia will greatly 
benefit thereby, But their

Problems of Private Own- 

ership Under Changed 
Conditions Considered. 
Government Control Is

New York, May 3.—(Special.)— 
James B. Forgan, of 
George H. Frazier, of Philadelphia; 
Warren S. Hayden, of Cleveland;

There is a strong belief on the

Eternal was the last horse 
to take Billy Kelly’s measure, beat- 
ing him a head in a match race 
run at Laurel.

in defeat, beating him a length for 
first money at Saratoga in a race 
at three-quarters of a mile, run on 
August 2, last. On that occasion, 
however, Billy Kelly carried 133 
pounds, while Star Ha upton carried 
only 115. 

Billy Kelly’s first defeat was ac- 
complished at Douglas Park on the 
afternoon of June 7, last, he finish- 
ing ninth in an eleven-horse race at 
five-eighths of a mile. The winner 
of that ‘race was Sennings Park, 
who is looked upon as a certain 
starter in the coming derby. The 
others who finished in front of Billy 
Kelly on that day were Col. Liv- 
ingston, St. Bernard, Col. Taylor, 
Henry Roberts, By Heck, Corinus 
and Bugle Call. Col. Livingston will 
not start in the coming derby, he 
having gone wrong early in the 
spring training, but St. Bernard, 
Col. Taylor, Cerinus and Bugle Call 
may all face the barrier in Ken- 
tucky’s 1919 classic, to be run one 
week from today. 

In his defeat Billy Kelly carried 
121 pounds, while Sennings Park 
carried only 111. The son of Dick 
Welles-Glena dropped out of con- 
tention in the first quarter after 
getting off fourth and running up to 
second position. He has won.races 
on fast, sloppy, good, heavy, slow 
and muddy tracks, showing-that he 
can negotiate any kind of going.

Defeated Only Twice. 

Eternal, by Sweep-Hazel Burke, 
and owned by J. W. McClelland, 
has been defeated only twice, once 
in a race won by Billy Kelly and 
again in a race won by Dunboyne, 
another derby eligible. The latter 
bears the distinction of having 
taken the measure of Eternal twice, 
finishing second on the occasion 
that Billy Kelly was returned the 
winner. In that race Eternal fin- 
ished eighth in a field of fourteen. 
It was a six-furlong affair, run at 
Saratoga on August 2, last. Eter- 
nal began slowly, getting off last, 
but made up some ground. Besides 
Billy Kelly and Dunboyne, others 
who finished in front of the Mc- 
Clelland crack on that day were 
Terentia, War Pennant, Classeur, 
High Time and Ginger. War Pen- 
nant and Ginger are derby eligibles. 
This was the only race in which 
Eternal finished out of the money. 
He has started nine times and fin- 
ished second once, his conqueror on 
that occasion being Dunboyne. 

On the day that Billy Kelly de- 
feated Eternal, the former carried 
127 pounds and the latter only 115. 
Dunboyne, who finished second in 
that race, carried 130 pounds, three 
more than Billy Kelly.

Flagman Is Necessary. 


At all up-to-date race meetings, 
the flagman is a necessary evil. 
They come in all kinds of atttire, 
from a dapper old gentleman, in @ 
red vest and creased pantaloons, 
who apologizes whenever he is com- 
pelled to send a horse to the barn, 
to an ex-groom, with a brand of 
conversation that isa cross between 
a few pages from the Year Book, 
and a handful of tales from _ the 
Arabian Nights. 

The flagman’s position is not a 
very interesting one, still there are 
a few people who make a bid for it. 
To them the maneuvering of the 
drivers and horses, when scoring, 
has a fascination, while they never | 
forget the crisp conversation that is 
used when a driver finds that an 
outsider has slipped into his posi- 
tion, or when the horses in the 
front tier rush off befone the trail- 
ers have turned. ’ 

In racing, the flagman acts on the 
reverse. He is not expected to pay 
attention to theleaders which sup- 
ply all the frills for the spectators, 
and quick work in the judges’ stand 
when they are finishing heads 
apart. The tail-enders are his 
prey: As the field spreads out on 
the second trip up the back stretch 
on a half-mile track, or approaches 
the ree-quarters on the larger 
ovalg, those who begin to fall back 
make the zcoogs move under his hat.

Miss Bessie Young, temporary 
chairman of the City Federation of 
Business and Professional Women's 
clubs, calls a meeting of the busi- 
ness and professional women of At- 
lanta for Friday evening, March 16, 
at the Chamber of Commerce audi- 
torium, to form a permanent or- 
ganization, and to discuss affilia- 
tion with a state federation and 
with the national body to be effect- 
ed in St. Louis, July 14-17. 

“The announcement in Saturday’s

“The registered nurses of Atlan- 
ta, while they are a representative 
body of professional women are a 
comparatively small part of that 
element of Atlantans coming under 
the term, business and professional 
women. 

“If the Nurses’ 
cludes, I believe, 
bers, after only a few years 
organization, can undertake a 
$100,000 clubhouse, which is to care 
for the comforts and the diversion 
of its members, a very bright vision 
is afforded the business and pro- 
fessional women of Atlanta when 
they shall assemble their united 
strength of many hundreds. 

“The announcement of the new 
club house is to me a very timely 
and striking illustrmtion of the idea 
the promoters of the City Federa- 
tion are trying to bring out, but it 
points only one advantage of the 
many to be derived from organiza- 
tion. 

“While the nurses have their 
own organization, those individual 
members we have approached are 
heartily in favor of the federation 
idem and we expect a large repre- 
sentation from their club at our 
general meeting, to which we are 
inviting the women of every pro- 
fession and every line of business.

The great pyramid of Egypt is in- 
dicative of an advance of civiliza- 
tion greater during the thirtieth 
century B. C, than any other cen- 


to Professor James H. Breasted, of 
Chicago, who delivered the second 
part of the William Ellery Hale lec- 
ture on the origin of civilization, 
before the National Academy of Sci- 
ences in Washington’ Tuesday aft- 
ernoon. He also pointed out that 
the American eagle, symbol of lib-

five thousand years ago. 


monly pointed out to the ordinary 
traveler as the earliest monuments 
of the Nile,” said Dr. Breastea. ‘In 
yesterday’s lecture I followed the 
long. development which lies behind 
these pyramids and leads up to them. 
They do indeed mark the culmina- 
tion of ae civilization advancing so 
rapidly that the thirtieth century, 
B. C., saw a greater development of 
man’s control over the forces of na- 
ture than any other century in hu- 
man history, except the nineteenth 
century of our own era. 

“The cemetery of Gizeh, especial- 
ly the Great Pyramid, is the earliest 
and most impressive surviving wit- 
ness to the final emergence of high- 
ly organized and efficient govern- 
ment, of which it is the product. Yet 
the great-grandfathers of the 
who built the Great Pyramiaé fata 
the first examples of stone masonry. 
We find it difficult to understand 
the rapidity of an advance in sov-

Early Civilization. 

“The civilization of the pyramid 
(about 3,000 to 2,500 B. C.), 
Drought forth the first great sculp- 
ture, especially in portraiture, a 
marvelous refinement in the arts 
and crafts, and a school of archi- 
tects who devised the clerestory, 
and in the middle of the twenty- 
eighth century before Christ design- 
ed the earliest columns and colon- 
nades. In the first sea-going ships 
the diffusion of this culture to Eu- 
rope was so intimate and even in 
the scanty remains now surviving is 
so evident, that Sir Arthur. Evans 
has even affirmed that the possibil- 
ity of prehistoric Egyptian migra- 
tions to the islands of southeastern 
Europe is not to be excluded. ' 

“Later an amazingly refined pre- 
Greek civilization arose inthe 
Aegean islands, especially in Crete, 
as revealed by the excavation. of Sir 
Arthur Evans and others. The Pha- 
raohs then extended Egyptian con- 
trol over the eastern Mediterranean, 
as the first great naval power in 
history. This Egyptian empire, 
which was at its culmination in the 
fifteenth century, B. C., profoundly 
affected the Aegean civilization of 
southeastern Europe. At the same 
time Babylonian influences were be- 
ginning to be felt in the eastern 
Mediterranean world. 

“After 1500 B. C. the barbarian 
Greek shepherds who had been mi- 
erating southward through the 
Balkans for centuries took posses- 
sion of. the country and the islands 
which we have so long been ac- 
customed to krfow as theirs. They 
destroved the wonderful culture of 
the Aegeans, which had been the 
first civilization on the soil of Eu- 
rope, and thus in the centuries aft- 
er 1200 B. C. civilization disappeared 
in Europe.

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More Lenten Penance for London 


| No 
By Lady Mary. 


London, April 19. — (Special 
Correspondence. )—"“Oh to be in 
England, now that April’s there!” 
3 —Robert Browning once upon 

a time thus sang his poetic wish 
from the sunny slopes of his Italian 
home. It seems to me that the 
“April” of which the poets used .to 
chant has quite given up visiting 
these island shores. Nothing more 
depressing than April this year 
could well be imagined. Snow on 
the ground, fog in the sky and bit- 
ter cold in the breezes that blow! It 
i8 said that the gulf stream is de- 
serting its usual channel, and for 


that reason the climate of England 
is changing. Certainly the frigidity 
of March and the depressing weath- 
er of April make one seriously think 
that there is something very wrong 
about the arrangements that the 
clerk of the weather bureau is mak- 
ing for us. At midnight on March 
30 in the midst of a raging snow- 
storm, we put the clocks forward 
an hour and saluted “Summertime!” 
_. Well do I remember the first 
summertime” that was inaugurat- 
ed in the United States last year. I 
was one of the large party invited 
by Mr. Marcus M. Marks to watch 
the clock in the great tower in 
Union square, New York, put for- 
ward for the first time in the his- 
tory of America. It was quite a 
thrilling occasion and everybody sat 
up rejoicing until 3 o’clock in the 
morning, which as most people re- 
marked was not really 3 o'clock, 
but actually only 2 o'clock. Over 
here we are so used to “putting for- 
ward” the clock that, beyond a few 
grumblings from early risers at los- 
ing an hour’s sleep automatically, 
scarcely any notice is faken of what 
1S nNoW considered a national] insti- 
tution. Except in Ireland. There 
summer time is always a period for 
additional disturbances and many 
farmers and business men steadfast- 
ly refuse to make any change in 
their working hours. The conse- 
quence is things are no more of a 
muddle in some parts of that dis- 
tressful country than they might be 
even under ordinary circumstances. 

So now we are going out to din- 
ner and setting forth to the theater 
and the opera in broad daylight, and 
aside from the fact that it is always 
rather disconcerting to assume the 
full panoply of evening dress when 
the sun is still in the heavens, it is 
undoubtedly a very pleasant thing 
to have a longer day in which to at- 
tend to one’s business or cne’s pleas- 
ure. 


Change in Customs. 


It is curious how completely Lon- 
don has changed in many of its so- 
cial usages and customs since the 
war. In England in general, and 
in London in particular, there al- 
ways used to be a good deal of 
fuss. and insistent convention about 
keeping Lent. Few, if any, parties 
were given, theaters counted upon a 
very “lean time,” and royalty was 
practically in seclusion throughout 
the penitential season. But now- 
adays all this seems to be changed, 
and apparently beyond going to 
church twice on Sunday and per- 
haps once on a Friday, the observ- 
ance of Lent seems practically to 
have ceased. The theaters have 
never been so crowded and the 
opera season which was ingzugurat- 
ed at the -beginning of Lent at the 
Theater Royal, Drury lane, by Sir 
Thomas Beecham, is enjoying a pe- 
riod of unexampled success and 
brilliancy.

Atlanta Red Cross 
To Miss Jane 


All the divisions of the American 
Red Cross will hold memorial ex- 
ercises on Wednesday, May 7, for 
Miss Jane Delano, that distinguished 


American woman who died in serv-| 


ice to her country April 15 in France. 

The southern division of the Red 
Cross will hold their services Wed- 
nesday evening at 8 o’ctock at the 
k'irst Baptist church, when the pro- 
gram will bring out briefly the con- 
tribution of Miss Delano to the nurs- 
ing profession, to the medical prac- 
tice and finally to the Red Cross in 
service to humanity. 

Miss Delano, recognized as the 
most distinguished woman in her 
profession in America, was elected 
in 1909 as superintendent of the 
army nurse corps, by which organi- 
zation she received her first decora- 
tion. Subsequently she traveled in 
the Philippines, in Hawaii, in China 
and Japan. She was decorated by 
the Japanese government, by the 
American Institute for Social 
Science, by the king of Greece and 


by President Taft on behalf of the | 


American Red Cross. 


At the beginning of the war she) 


was appointed head of the reserve 
eorps of army and navy nurses en- 
rolied through the Red Cross. She 
organized this nursing service of 
25.242 for the war. program, and 
there has never been an organiza- 
tion which has moved with more 
harmonious activity.

Augusta High School 
Principal Is Honored in 
Macon—Wilson Peace 
Program Is Endorsed. 


Macon, Ga., May 3.—(Special.)—T. 
H. Garrett, principal of Tubman 
High school of Augusta, was elected 
president of the Georgia Educa- 
‘ional association at the closing ses- 
sion of that body here today. The 
international program of President 
Wilson was indorsed and a message 
to that effect was ordered sent to 
the acting secretary of state, to be 
transmitted to the president. 

Just before the close of today’s 
meeting Retiring President Walter 
P. Thomas thanked all those per- 
sons who co-operated in making the 
convention the greatest in the his- 
lory of the association. He said 
the enrollment showed more than 
1.000 teachers in attendance. He 
especially thanked the newspapers 
of the state for their co-operation 
in educational matters. The com- 
mittees on resolutions today report- 
ed adversely to the equal suffrage 
resolution, stating that the commit- 
tee believed the time had not arriv- 
ed for Georgia to have equal suf- 
frage. The report of the committee 
was adopted. 

A resolution, introduced by J, 
Ellsworth Hall, urging the legisla- 


ture to provide a system of pen- 
sioning teachers and requesting all 
school superintendents to report to 
the head of the Georgia Educational] 
association the names of those per- 
sons who should be eligible to a 
pension at this time. was adopted 
with applause.

elected for the ensuing year: Presi- 


dent, T. H. Garrett, Augusta; vice 
president, Miss Katherine Dozier, 
teacher in the New Holland school, 
near Gainesville; secretary, Kyle T. 
Alfriend, professor of history at the 
State Normal school, Milledgeville; 
treasurer, Harold B. Meyer, of the 
art department, State Normal school. 

Three directors to fill vacancies on 
the board were chosen as follows: H.

After having made examina- 
tions of the proposed sites offered 
by Savannah, Waycross, Baxley, 
Sylvester and Tifton it was unani- 
mously decided to place the station 
at Tifton. The superior advantages 
|offered by Tifton in the way of a 
site, her excellent railroad advant- 
ages, making her acceptable from 
every point, and the enthusiasm 
shown by her citizens over the 
station were factors in causing the 
committee to make the selection. 
One of the twelve agricultural 
schools in the state is located here

The Americanization of our for- 


é¢ign-born citizens is one of the live 
topics of the day, its importance 
having been forced upon our no- 
tice when the United States, as a 
government, went to war with Eu- 
ropean countries that had hundreds 
of their own people living in our 
midst, making money in trade and 
in professions, as well as laborers, 
and enjoying other advantages, 
while at the same time living aloof 
in groups entirely foreign both in 
speech and in customs, 

Newspapers printed in foreign 
languages criticised freely Ameri- 
ean ideals and schools taught their 
foreign tongues. Many of these 
same foreigners became. spies for 
their native country in the heart 
of ours.

| FALSE 
ALLEGATION. 


It is not true, as the Italians al- 
lege, that President Wilson brusque- 
ly appealed over the heads of the 
Italian delegation to the Italian 
people. The fact is that after many 
weeks of discussion it had become 
perfectly apparent that no accom- 
modation of difference of opinion 
was possible, short of the absolute 
sacrifice of the Slav rights to Ital- 
ian claims. This was a fact be- 
cause of the peculiar domestic sit- 
uation in Italy itself. This situ- 
ation dates back to the entrance of 
Italy into the war. Italian partic- 
ipation was opposed by Italy’s dom- 
inant political leader, Gioliddi, who 
was an ardent sympathizer with 
the central powers. A wave of 
Italian emotion swept Gioliddi aside, 
and Orlando, Salandra and Sonnino 
took Italy into the war, obtaining 
for Italy British and French prom- 
ises in the Adriatic. But Gioliddi 
bided his time, and personally at- 
tacked his opponents, not because 
they entered the war, but because 
they failed to obtain Anglo-French 
consent to the annexation of Fiume, 
and it is a matter of political life 
and death for Orlando and his min- 
istry if they are to escape from Gio- 
liddi’s attack to gain Fiume. If 
they fail, they fall. If they succeed 
they will endure. Thus the real 
question which could not be accom- 
modated by any compromise at Par- 
is was the question of domestic 
rather than international politics. 

It was with this in mind that 
President Wilson appealed to the 
Italian people. He assumed the re- 
sponsibility which might otherwise 
have developed upon Orlando and 
Sonnino for balking Italian ambi- 
tions. If the Italian people should 
accept his statement the way would 
be open for Orlando. On the other 
hand, if the Italian people should 
follow Orlando in demanding Fiume, 
Mr. Wilson’s gesture would prove 
abortive. ‘The president believed, 
following his tripe to Italy, that 
the Italian people were in sympathy 
with his ideas of peace, and not 
with any imperiglistic or annexa- 
tionist policies.

“Switzerland, being a neutral 
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By Frank H. Simonds. 
(By Cable From Paris.) 

Paris, May 3.—(Special.)—Not- 
withstanding the obvious gravity of 
the situation it produced, the Italian 
incident was welcomed on many 
sides in Paris with the general com- 
ment that it cleared the atmos- 
phere. It induced a situation which 
must lead to settlement one way or 
another on many questions. It in- 
volved, more than any other thing 
that has yet come up, the test of the 
whole American position in the 
peace conference. It should be add- 
ed, too, before passing to the ex- 
amination of the issues that the 
stand of the president was recog- 
nized by all Americans and many 
Europeans alike as a championship, 
and a powerful championship, of 
the rights of the small people, and 
it had the approval of those who 
believed that one of the great pur- 
poses of the peace conference, is to 
recognize the rights of the little 
peoples, even when they conflict 
with the ambitions of the great na- 
tions. In nothing that he has done 
since he came to Europe has the 
president more squarely lined up 
with what Americans conceive to 
be American ideals than in this par- 
ticular incident. In the present 
article, JI desire to discuss two 
things: First, the facts that un- 
derlie this particular collision; and, 

- gecond, the manner in which this 
collision is illustrative of the colll- 
sion between European and Ameri- 
can ideas which has marked the 
whole conference. 

The break between the Italians 
and the president grows out of two 
wholly dissimilar sets of circum- 
stances, the peculiar domestic situa- 
tion in Italy itself, and the age- 
long aspirations of the Italian peo- 
Ple to revive the glories of Rome 
and the conquests of Venice on the 
eastern shores of the Adriatic. The 
territories immediately affected are 
the city of Fiume, a relatively small 
‘town, with hardly more than 25,000 
people, wholly Italian in race and 
language, but the chief port of the 
whole northern half of the new 
Jugo-Slavic state, and only a tiny 
point in the surrounding sea of 
Slavic populations. To give Ports- 
mouth, N. H., or Portland, Maine, to 
a foreign country because the popu- 
Jation within the immediate city lim- 
its of either of those towns belonged 
to a foreign nationality, while all the 
hinterland was, as it is, American, 
would supply a fair illustration.

As the price of her participa- 
tion, England and France agreed 


that Italy should have in addition 
to the Trentino and Trieste about 
half of. Dalmatia, including most of 
\the islands. At the same time, 
Fiume was expressly reserved as the

We have now in the case of Italy 
the third stage. Italy has been un- 
able to find a method like the man- 
datory system which enabled Great 
Britain to accommodate her pur- 
poses to President Wilson’s princi- 
ples. Guarantee against attack such 
as France has asked for was of no 
interest to her since she feared no 
attack. As a consequence, she has 
come squarely out in the open and 
challenged the president, relying 
upon her agreements with her allies 
as to Dalmatia and upon one of 
Mr. Wilson’s fourteen points for the 
acquisition of Fiume. 

NOBLE EXPRESSION 
OF AMERICAN IDEALS. 

The greatest difficulty one has in 
reporting the European situation to 
Americans lies in the fact that the 
league of nations has become a po- 
litical question in America, that the 
president’s success or failure in Eu- 
rope, which is contingent upon the 
success or failure of the league of 
nations, will be made the basis for 
political campaigning hereafter at 
home. Therefore, each respective 
comment is examined for its politi- 
cal intent and content. Yet it is 
no less necessary for a correspond- 
ent on the spot to present the sit- 
uation as it exists and as he sees 
it. In this particular Italian con- 
troversy, I think right-minded men 
all over Europe agree with the po- 


sition taken and the principles ex- 
pressed by the president. They feel 
that in championing the southern 
Slavs, the president has nobly ex- 
'pressed the American idea and the 
American ideal, and that, whatever 
the consequences of his gesture, he 
could have done no other thing 
without compromising his essen- 
' tial principles. 

| But on the other hand, it fis no} 
less essential to make clear the fact 
that in the past four months the 
idea of the league of nations has 
rope, that there is an ever growing 
daily and hourly lost ground in Eu- 
| feeling that it represents an ideal- 
istic rather than a practical solu- 
tion of European problems. There 
has been concomitantly reaction and 
‘jrritation against the American dom-

against the failure of moral force 
as expressed in the league of na- | 
tions as in the Italian open chal-| 
' lenge which has produced the sharp- | 
| est crisis in all the long history of | 
|peace negotiations. I think the 
truth that is coming home to most | 
Americans in Europe now is that, 
after all, it is impossible to im-/j| 
pose American conception of Euro- 
| pean affairs upon Europe, or perma- 
nently to persuade Europe that Am- | 
erican faiths and idealistic solutions, 
which grow in part at least out of 
American isolation from European 
problems, can prevail. The growing 
sense of difference of point of view 
on all essential questions between 
the American and the European is 
one of the most striking cireum- 
stances of recent days in the peace 
conference. 


the Fiume dispute is an example 
which must in the future provide 
tasks for the league of nations. To 
all practical purposes, the solution 
the president has now sought, the 
solution of publishing to the people 
of the country most affected a 
statement of a neutral and impartial 
view of the issues Involved, is the 
method which the league of nations 
when constituted will undertake. 

Now if Italy, if the Italian people, 
accept the president and reject their 
own statesmen, if they agree to 
abandon Dalmatia and consent to 
the erection of a free port in Fiume. 
Mr. Wilson and his associates will 
have achieved a shining victory not 
merely for immediate justice in the 
case of Jugo Slavs, but for the 
whole cause of the league of na- 
tions in the world. 


On the other hand. if the Italian 
people rally to their leaders instead 
of to the presidewr, if they refuse 
to accept the advice of the presi-

LONDON, April 5.—London’s epring 
cleaning, which has just begun with the 
putting forward of the clock in advance of 
the sun and of the numerous old sun dials 
which are still to be seen in odd corners of 
the parks and on the fronts of some of 
the city’s most ancient buildings, prom- 
ises to be a long and troublesome business. 
The work has not been done thoroughly for 


four years, and if it is to be accomplished| 
by the time of the peace celebrations 
s50me hustling will have to done, and that 


will be very unusual. 


Spring is perhaps the only time of the 
year when even the superstitious take 
lightly the ill omen of passing under a lad- 


der, for it is difficult to keep on the side- 


walks at all without going under ladders, 


but women’s desire to see spring fashions 
in the shop windows always triumphs over 
her dread of the ancient superstition. 


Labor difficulties notwithstanding, the 


biggest real hustle is to be seen down at 
the wharves. There, too, the first nautica] 
spring cleaning since the beginning of the 
war is going on. 

Ships Losing Camouflage. 

The dock sides are lined with barrels, 
great drums of paint, casks of oil, bun- 
dies of brushes. All along the hulls of 
the thundreds of ships, great passenger 
steamships and coasters alike, are blue 
clad workmen, painting with feverish en- 
ergy, removing camouflage and the rusty 
stains of long neglect. It is good to see 
these great steamships doffing their 
‘weapons and war gear’ and proudly 
flaunting their funnel colors as of yore. 
You can even pick out a ship’s name 
through your telescope, which was an 
impossibility only a short while ago. 

It does not seem so very long ago since 1 
told the doleful tale of the London clubs 
and how, hard hit by the war, some of the 
oldest and best were threatened with 
bankruptcy. Now club life is reviving 
with almost startling rapidity, not only in 
London but in the big provincial towns, 
due, a club secretary tells me, not to the 
demobilization only but to the very insuf- 
ficient housing accommodations in all the 
big towns. 

It was a common sight during the war 
to see a west end club lounge almost 
empty but for two or three elderly mem- 
bers. Now the cry at almost every club 
is *“thouse full!” 

Clahbs Now Prospering. 


“We are having more applications for 
membership than ever I can remember,” 
said the secretary of one of the biggest, 
' “and already there is a waiting list of four 
hundred candidates. Few of these can 
hope to get in for a year.”’ 

All the “‘service”’ clubs are doing well. 
A few months ago some of them were 
closed, one club doing duty for two. Some 
are now negotiating for ‘“‘annexes.”’ 

Another feature which has come into 
prominence is the ‘“‘thostel-club,’’ of a much 
more residential character, and they are 
proving very convenient in what are 
known as the ‘middle class” districts, 
such as Hampstead, Bloomsbury and 
Hammersmith. 

There are more than four thousand clubs 
in London and the provinces, devoted to 
such widely different pursuits as the de- 
velopment of linguistic attainments or 
“clay bird shooting,” all of which were 
very seriously affected by the war, the 
latter, in fact, being quite closed down. 
Peace has given to them a new lease and 
they are profiting by it.

STRASBOURG, March 30.—A tour of 
this charming little province of Alsace 
leaves no doubt in one’s mind about its 
utter joy over being once more in the arms 


Whatever dount 
one may have had, a visit to the Cities, 
villages and country districts of Alsace re- 
moves this uncertainty, and everywhere 
the native Alsatian has demonstrated his 
enthusiasm and ardor for the French re- 
public. 

Since the armistice many worldwise pe -- 
sons have gone to Alsace to seek proof of 
their scepticism, oniy to remain and sin 

the ‘‘Marseiilaise’’ and join in the more or 
less continuous celebration which’ has 
been going on throughout Alsace since 
the German domination Was removed 
There is no question about it—the people 
are genuinely glad to be once more joined 
to France. And when I say joined. I 
mean literally, for out of all: the: uncer- 
tainties of the peace conference the re- 
turn of Alsace-Lorraine to France seems 
assured beyond a doubt. 


Makes 


Tour as France’s Guest. 


I have just completed a comprehensive 
survey of Alsace in company with a large 
party of allied correspondents, during 
which we were the guests of the French 
government and the chief officials of Al- 
sace. Leaving Paris by special train, we 
went direct to Strasbourg, where the 
whole city was beflagged and en fate. A 
luncheon was tendered by the municipality 
and later we visited the delightful old 
Venetian quarter of the city, the cathe- 


of Marshal Saxe. 

In the evening we were the guests of the 
French High Comissioner, Mr. Maringer. 
at a large banquet. While the plate still 
bore the German eagle, the hearts of those 
Present and sentiments expressed by the 
speakers were unmistakably French. 
Native Alsatians, who had lived through 
the entire German occupation, rejoiced 
that the German menace had been re- 
moved and expressed the firm hope that 
never again would Boche soldiers cross the 
Rhine. The most prominent men of Stras- 
bourg were present at the banquet and the 
whole spirit of the event was French. 

We were pleasantly surprised to be in- 
troduced to a large group of pretty A\l- 
satian girls, members of the best families, 
who came French governmént 
building following the banquet. The charm 
and vivaciousness of the girls, who were 
attired in the native costume of Alsace, 
soon made us forget there was such a 
thing as a peace conference or a council of 
ten. Later the assembled company joined

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.Reminders of Start and Prog- 
ress of Hostilities Evident 
in Many Places,

PARIS, April 5.—There remain in Paris 


many grim reminders of the terrible days 
of the opening of the war, as well evidence 
of its progress. ' 

In the Hotel de Crillon particularly, 
there are in the corridors several framed 
documents and proclamations which form 
an interesting history. There is one procla- 
mation issued by General Gallien! early in 
September, 1914, announcing to Paris that 
he had taken over the military command 
of the capital and that he intended to 
carry out his duty to the last detail. 

Alongside this is a great red sheet, now 
framed and covered with glass, an original 
of the announcement of General von Bis- 
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few who did not seem perfectly well fed 
and contented under French occupation. 
When questioned they all ask for ‘“‘fett.’’ 
Returning, we inspected the docks at 
Strasbourg, which the Alsatians hope to 
develop. Leaving Strasbourg we visited 
Colmar and Mulhouse, and at both places 
were enthusiastically welcomed by the cit- 
izens. 

Considerable ground was covered in an 
automobile ride through beautiful agricu!- 
tural districts and picturesque little vil- 
lages. During the entire trip we were 
able to meet and talk with many Alsatians 
in all walks of life, so that the impres- 
sions we received were the result of a 
rather wide range of thought. 

Fear Serious Economic Condition. 


While all this happiness over the return 
to France is real and sincere, Alsace is 
faced with the most difficult questions in 
her history, created largely because of the 
new order of things. Ever since Alsace 
was taken over by Germany, in 1871, vir- 
tually ali the trade of the province has 
been to the east, with Germany and her 
allies. With the stroke of a pen, 80 
speak, Alsace has terminated these trade 
relations and new trade fields must be de- 
veloped. At present many of the milis 
and factories of Alsace are idle, largely 
for the same reason that the mills and 
factories of other European countries are 
idle—lack of raw materials and an un- 
settled state of affairs generally. Alsa- 
tians are wondering how this economical 
reconstruction is to be brought about and 
where their new markets are to be. 

The German, with all his oppression, has 
developed in the two provinces many use~ 
ful industrial organizations, and these 
have invaded every phase of commercial 
life. Electricity, for example, has nearly 
reached perfection. For a time the lack 
of the commercial aid which Germany 
gave, however selfishly, will be felt by 
Alsace. 

But only for a time, for the true Alsa- 
tians are united in their desire to remove 
everything German from tehir lives and 
once more breathe and act freely and have 
the liberty of action which has not been 
theirs for more than forty-eight years. 
While the German had a kind of efficiency, 
it was the oppressive sort which the Alss- 
tian did not jike. It was like the lifting 
of a pall for the Alsatians to rid them- 
selves of the German, who ruled them 
with a stiffness and harshness which did 
mugh to keep burning the French spirit. 
The Alsatians, I believe, will be glad to 
renounce some of the material improve- 
ments brought to them by the Germans in 
nayment for being returned to the French 
fold. They hope that the Allies, and among 
them they of course include the United 
States, will assist them in their serious re- 
construction problems. Observing the fine 
courage and enthusiasm of the Alsatian 
people, one is sure that a few years will 
see this little province more prosperous 
and certainly more contented than ever 
before in its history. 

German Element a Probicm. 

Next in importance to the economical 
question is the problem of dealing with 
the large German population in Alsace. 
The population of Alsace-Lorraine to-day 
is not more than 2,000,000 persons, of whom 
between 300,000 and 400,000 are of the Ger- 
man element as distinguished from the 
native. When Germany took the two 
provinces, she immediately began to ¢x- 
ploit them. Her first step was to urge 
the German to settle in Alsace and Lor- 
raine and with that peculiar obedience to 
all things coming from the governmeni, 
the Germans immediately began to colon- 
ize in both the provinces. 

These Germans came in, 
established business firms, 
part of the life of the community. Many 
of them have been there forty years and 
their children, although German, know no 
other home but Alsace.

In this connection the language situa- 
tion in Alsace is interesting. In Stras- 
bourg, for example, the largest city, Ger- 
man is largely spoken, although there is 
nothing markedly German about the city. 
But as it has been frequently said, Stras- 
bourg is neither German nor French, but 
Alsatian. To appreciate this one must see 
the city and talk with the people. They 
have certain German characteristics, such 
as stability, but their manner and ways 
are decidedly French. The combination of 
the two has produced a charming person- 
ality, the Teutonic giving a sort of re- 
straint which the French character often- 
times lacks, 

Throughout the province German is the 
prevailing tongue. The better educated 
people in Alsace, more especially in Stras- 
bourg, speak French fluently, but the 
average Alsatian uses German, not 
through choice, but because it was forced 
on him years ago and he has become 
accustomed to it. True they always spoke 
a sort of German dialect, but mixed with 
it was both Flemish and French. For this 
reason and because of the Teutonic blood 
Germany thought Alsace would be as- 


similated mo-cre easily than Lorraine, which 
was entirely French in language and sen- 
timent. But the German was wrong, for 
Alsace in the revolution fimly established 
her love for freedom and France which 
soon took on the nature of a lost cause, 
The French plan to handle this language 
situation in a sensible way, for the time 
at least permitting the use of German. 
Later generations, it is hoped, will drop 
the Teutonic tongue. 
Germans Talk of Pliebiscite. 

Now that France has won back the lost 
provinces these Germans I spoke of, or 
‘‘carpetbaggers,’’ as one American writer 
calls them, thhave tried to raise the cry for 
a plebiscite. Return of these provinces, 
being out of the question, these Germans 
also would like to have Alsace set up asa 
neutral state under German domination 


The propaganda was begun early in the) 
war, and a few Alsatians supported it, 
thinking that with Germany victorious it 
would be better to be a separate state than 
a part of the German Empire. However, 
when the tide of battle turned and Ger- 
many’s downfall was apparent, this sep- 
aratist movement began to die with the 
Germans’ chance for victory, and only the 
German element was left to keep a spark 
of life in the scheme. 

The signing of the armistice settled it 
once and for all, and all true Alsa- 
tians began to look toward France as a 
mother, to whom they, kidnapped children, 
were about to return. The triumphant en- 
try of Marshal Foch and his army into 
Strasbourg last November developed such 
an ecstatic welcome on the part of Alsa- 
tians that the French remarked with con- 
siderable truth, ‘Voila, the plebiscite is 
taken.’”’ 

It may be hard for Americans to realize 
that the French and the Alsatians do not 
want a plebiscite. A plebiscite to deter- 
mine the future allegiance and form of 
government for Alsace with this trans- 
planted German population voting would 
not be fair, even though it is true that they 
would be greatly outnumbered by the na- 
tive Alsatians. These Germans are not a 
part of Alsace. 

The native Alsatian does not believe that 
these transplanted Germans,who originally 
came as the representatives of the o 
pressors and have since been disliked for 
thempelves, should have any say in the

There have been 
many expulsions, but these have been for 
the general good of the community. Ger- 
man propagandists were sought out and 
packed across the Rhine and, of course, 
the German officials and judges were de- 
ported. These deported Germans have 
not failed to leave behind them parting 
threats that “‘they’ll be back in five years 
and will punish the people who welcomed 
the French.” 

But the French are carrying out these 
deportations with justice. Each German 
ig allowed to take with him large 
amount of baggage and money for his 
needs and if he leaves a business behind 
it is run by a commission. When peace 
is declared the business will be. sold and 
the sum, together with the profits, will be 
sent to him. The average Alsatian ap- 
proves this system. He wants the Ger- 
mans expelled, realizing they have always 
been an alien element, come to exploit the 
country and not in the spirit of one seek- 
ing a new home and country. 

This policy of ridding the provinces of 
dangerous Germans is not so severe As 
the German policy In 1871, when every 
citizen of France not a native of the two 
provinces was deported to France and 
sometimes confiscation of his property 
followed. 

A few French were allowed to remain, 
but the right of free correspondence with 
France was denied them. 

In addition to these dangerous Germans 
who have been deported, thousands of irre-

The question of 
whether all Germans will be expelled is 
a grave one, some taking the view that it 
would only lead to the opening of an old 
sore which in turn might bring on another 
war with Germany. There are others who 
maintain that with Alsace administering 
things in her own way under French 
supervision those Gérmans allowed to re- 
main will soon be assimilated. Lack of 
skilled labor may also compel France to 
permit the harmless Germans to remain, 
for whatever one may say about the Ger- 
man he is usually skilled in his trade 
and an industrious worker. 


Scheel and Religious Problems. 


Two other vexatious problems are those 
of the schools and religion. Alsace is de- 
voutly religious and has built up a system 
of religious schools which it likes and 
which meets the general approval of the 
people. Should France attempt to intro- 
duce her non-religious school system a 
delicate situation would certainly arise 
which might easily shake to the founda- 
tion the firm faith and love which Alisa- 
tians now have for the mother country. 
Just what form of government will be 
adopted for Alsace-Lorraine has not been 
decided upon, but it is probable that the 
provinces will be administered as separate 
provinces rather than integral depart- 
ments of the French Republic. Should this 
System be adopted it would offer a grace- 
ful solution of the religious problem by 
giving Alsace a free hand in this matter.

SALONICA, March 321.—This is the East 
of romance. Proud Olympus’ hoary head 
yonder has looked upon stranger scenes 
and events than ever Homer sang. Be- 
neath his brow have marched most of the 
conquering hosts of all history, from the 
Gays of the young Macedonian dreamer, 
Alexander the Great, to the present en- 
campment of the allied hosts here. The 
changes have been no more wonderfu' 
than the persistencies. 

Fiction has few stories stranger than 
that of the Salonica Jews and their cult. 
There have been Jews here since before 
the Christian era. The Apostle Pau! 


found them here, as well as the Greeks. ! 


His chronicler, Dr. Luke, tells how “The 
Jews which believed not, moved with 
envy, took unto them certain lewd fellows 
of the baser sort, and gathered a com- 
pany, and set all the city in an uproar’ 
—which has been a continuing character- 
istic of Salonica throughout the centuries. 
It was these same Thessalonica Jews who 
followed Paul to Berea and stirred up the 
people, thus causing the great Apostle 
to go to Athens. 


In the Days of Columbus. 


Salonica’s present Jewish population rep- 
resents a migration from Spain. At the 
time when Columbus was discovering 
America, his royal patrons, Ferdinand and 
Isabella, were driving out the Jews of the 
nation. We do not commonly associate 
this King and Queen, whose names are 
forever linked with the voyage of Co- 
lumbus, with the Spanish Inquisition and 
its cruelties; but history cannot be un- 
written. The ravages of the Inquisition 
made Spain unendurable for the Jews: 
and it was in the very year 1492 that a 
large number came to this beautiful har- 
bor, to find a haven for themselves and 
to impart new vitality to the old city. 

These Jewish exiles were rich and edu- 
cated, and commercially efficient. They 
spread the tidings of tolerance and oppor- 
tunity—for the Turk has ever been more 
tolerant of the Jew than have certain 
Christian nations. Scarcely a_ ship 
anchored in the sheltered waters of Salon- 
ica harbor for the next two hundred years 
that did not bring Jewish immigrants 
from Spain and elsewhere. 

As a result, Salonica is and long has 
been a predominantly Jewish city. Jews 
have constituted a majority of the popula- 
tion. Not only have they done the busi- 
ness of the place, but they have furnished 
the artisans and laborers. Among the 
eighty or ninety thousand Jews now in 
Salonica there are thousands who bend 
their backs to the burdens of stevedores 
and coolies. 


Where Jews Do Manual Laber. 


Nowhere else on earth have I seen Jews 
doing heavy manual labor. Here, like the 
Turkish or. Kurdish-hamals, they wear 
reed saddles on their backs and carry two 
or three hundred pounds. There is no kind 
of heavy and hard work that they do not 
do. Doubtless the stranger is first im- 
pressed with the stately rabbis, in their 
fur-lined gaberdines; and with the women, 
whose hair hangs down their backs, en- 
closed in a green embroidered bag, usually 
decorated near the end with a large, 
square design in sewn pearis. But the real 
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ever Sabbatai himself went there were oui- 
breaks of religious frenzy, and the Salonica 
Jews in particular went wild over him—not 
the rabble only, but the educated anda 
highly placed. 


“Messiah” Versus Sultan. 


For an ascetic and mystic, Sabbatai had 
the most sweeping worldly ambitious. He 
claimed earthly dominions and called him- 
self ‘‘King of Kings.’ He distributed fiefs 
and baronies and kingdoms among his fol- 
lowers like a sovereign of the Middle Ages. 
He even spoke openly of the dethronement 
of the Sultan—a feat which his followers 
actually accomplished more than two cen- 
turies later. 

Naturally, the Sultan would not brook 
this, and Sabbatai was thrown into prison, 
after more than a decade of increasingly 
successful propaganda. The zeal of his 
followers was only quickened by the per- 
secution. So formidable had the move- 
ment become that the leader was sum- 
moned before the Sultan personally and ex- 
amined.

followed him in this also, and became, out- 
wardly, Moslems. 


A Secret Sect’s Power. 


No outsider really knows the real be- 
liefs of the ‘““Maminim,”’ or ‘‘true believ- 
ers,’ as they cal] themselves; or ‘“‘Denn- 
mehs,’’ or ‘‘converts,’’ as they are desig- 
nated by the Turks. Outwardly they con- 
form to Mohammedan rites. Secretly they 
hold the Jewish faith and practice caba- 
listic rites and the asceticism of Sabbatai. 
For two hundred and fifty years they 
have kept aloof from the rest of the 
world and remained loyal to the ‘‘Mes-

siah’’ who betrayed them, 


Out of the ranks o7 these Moslem. Jews 
have come men of power in the commer- 
cial and political world. They are a pros- 
perous, progressive people. The men have 
widely adopted Free Masonry, and out of 


their lodges and other sec t meetings 
grew the Turkish revolution which over- 
threw Sultan Abdul Hamid in 1908. As is 
generally understood, the Committee of 
Union and Progress is a secret organiza- 
tion, whose real leaders have ever re- 
mained in the background, hidden and 
unknown. This is a direct inheritance 
from the secret sect of the Deunmehs, for 
the union and progress leaders were mem- 
bers of this mysterious cult. Salonica 
Jews led the Turkish revolution. Now that 
Enver and Talaat and Djemal and the 
other Turkish leaders are in exile, the 
real power behind them remains safe and 
unpunished, because unknown to the 
public. 

With this corner of the earth again in 
a ferment, and awaiting new and better 
leadership, one wonders whether the vir- 
ile Jews of Salonica will again have the 
man for the hour.
